The "picture gap” is a blank 
stretch from last Sept. 5 to Oct. 
15 in the aerial photographs made 
public two weeks ago in an ex­ 
traordinary 
two-hour 
television 
briefing by Secretary of Defense 
Robert S 
M cNam ara and an in­ 
telligence aide. 
In all the 60-odd. photographs 
flashed on the screen, none fell 
in the “ picture gap,” a critical 
time period at the end of which 
the Soviets were discovered ac­ 
tually to have readied intermedi­ 
ate 
range 
missiles 
that 
could 
reach deep into United States ter­ 
ritory. 
M cNamara was asked about the 
gap by newsmen in the question 
and answer session that followed. 
He answered that aerial 
photos 
had been taken on a num ber of 
days within the Sept. 5-Oct. 15 pe­ 
riod, but that because of lack of 
time a selection had to be m ade 
of which photos to show on tele­ 
vision. 
That explanation has not satis­ 
fied some observers in Congress

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Schools Told "No" 


"Never Mind What I Said, Jackie

Escanaba Area School District voters on Monday voted 
two to one to reject a proposal of the district’s board of edu­ 
cation that it bond for $1,315,000 to build several schools, 
improve others, pay debts of two township districts which 
joined the consolidated district under a pledge that it would 
assume the debts of constituent units. This pledge lias been 
denied for the time being and remains an obligation of honor 
for the district. 
There are many ways to look at the result of the elec­ 
tion. 
One is to be jubilant because an expense has been avoid­ 
ed. It is our hope that there is not much of this feeling 
among the taxpayers of the district, because the opposition 
is so overwhelmingly numerous and because its decision not 
to finance school improvement fails to solve a problem which 
will be coming back, it must be hoped, until it is solved. 
it 
it

One way is to be disappointed because the district has 
not approved the third phase of a modern public school sys­ 
tem improvement program. 
The district has moved in a 
commendable manner toward support of education with gen­ 
erous financing of a new high school and minimal support 
for a new community college. The removal of hazards and 
the general upgrading of housing of the elementary schools 
was proposed in the bond issue defeated on Monday. 
The district last year rejected a less inclusive program 
of elementary school improvement. That vote margin was 
naiTow. Monday’s was overwhelming. The board of educa­ 
tion counseled the district on the optimum solution of ele­ 
m ental school problems. 
It proposed more than the dis­ 
trict, at this time, would vote in additional taxes for school 
buildings. 
The reasons for the defeat are varied and complex. They 
are not without some merit. The most serious question that 
emerges from the result is about the district taxpayers’ 
knowledge of their obligation to support a good level of pub­ 
lic schooling. No community consideration is more important 
than this. 
Many persons who opposed the bond issue said 
that they would support a “reasonable” building program.

• I have said many times, there is 
, nothing easier 
or more 
disap­ 
pointing than to expect a magic 
cure in the form of a pill for all 
human ailm ents. 
On the other hand, much can be 
done to improve your speech. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Wendell Johnson, 
; who has made a life study 
of 
• speech problems. 
the 
average 
I stutterer has trouble with only 
about every tenth word. 
By learning to capitalize on 
the credit side, that is, on the 
: fact that you speak well about 
90 per cent of the time — you can 
build confidence in your power to 
speak as well as anyone else. 
To begin with, do more talking 
when you are by yourself. Since 
that is the time when you are 
least likely to stutter, 
learn 
to 
recognize that this is the way you 
.CAN talk. When you are alone, 
you are more relaxed. The trick 
is to 
become just 
as 
relaxed 
when you are talking to others. 
• 
The next step is to turn 
on 
the television and 
repeat each 
word being said as soon as 
you 
hear the word. 
This is called 
‘shadowing,” 
and such practice 


ignore it, and concentrate on the 
good speaking you are doing. 
That way, it will be fun. Most 
people stutter because they feel 
uneasy about the way they talk. 
When you change the way 
you 
feel about talking, you will have 
come a long way toward normal 
speech. No one’s speech is perfect 
but most of us don’t take time to 
worry about our occasional slips.

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WASHINGTON — (NEA) — If 
you heard your doctor was treat­ 
ing all his patients with one tonic, 
you would swear he was crazy. 
Yet politicians have been trying 
for 30 years to cure the ills of 
all farmers with a serum called 
the “farm program.” 
Despite three decades of fail­ 
ures costing taxpayers $48.6 bil­ 
lion, government planners are try­ 
ing to convince Congress again 
this year that farm prosperity can 
be legislated — through controlled 
scarcity. 
Can Legislation Solve 
the “Farm Problem?” 
I’ve just surveyed land grant 
college agricultural economists in 
30 
states. 
Their 
overwhelming 
conviction: 
Legislation 
has 
rot 
solved, and will not solve the farm 
problem — although “the right 
kind might help.” 
It doesn’t make any more sense 
to 
legislate 
higher 
income 
for 
farmers who should not be farm­ 
ing than it would to pay grocery 
store owners for selling less pro­ 
duce, so the underfinanced and 
less efficient corner grocer c a n 
stay in business. 
Should Taxpayers Be Excited? 
Yes, because your tax bill al­ 
ready 
takes the 
biggest 
single 
slice of your family income. The 
average taxpayer shelled out near­ 
ly $100 last year for the farm pro­ 
gram. 
Although still the greatest bar­ 
gain you have, food is tile second 
biggest item in your family budget 
get. If government raises farm 
prices through controlled scarcity 
(one of the original aims of the 
Kennedy administration), career 
economists in the U. S. Depart­ 


ment of Agriculture say food pri- ] 
ces would jump 25 per cent. Give 
a farmer 4 cents a quart more for 
milk, and the housewife will pay i 
at least 4 cents more. 
Should We Be Concerned 
As Citizens? 
The Farm Bureau — the na­ 
tion’s largest farm organization— 
says government already has erod­ 
ed seriously into a farmer’s free­ 
dom to plan. More t h a n 1,500 
wheat farmers have been fined or 
had their farms auctioned off for 
growing more wheat than their 
allotted acreage — even though 
they fed the grain to their own 
livestock on their own farms.

His first work among the In­ 
dians required his learning the In­ 
dian languages used around the 
St. M ary’s River country. This in­ 
cluded Chippewa and what he re­ 
ferred to as the Ottawa variation. 
As late as the 1920s and 1930s, 
these Indian dialects were widely 
used in the Indian communities. 
Father Prud’homme said the fam­ 
ilies talked it at home, used it 
in their prayers, and commonly 
used it in church services. How 
the use of the native language 
withstood the inroads of English 
depended largely on the degree of 
isolation of the Indian communi­ 
ties.

Stanley Sundeen of Ishpeming, 
manager of research and ore de- 
velpoment 
for 
the 
Cleveland- 
Cliffs Iron Co., pointed to the jars 
and said. “Today we 
think 
we 
have achieved the technical an­ 
swer in briquetting and 
pelleti­ 
zing underground ores from the 
Mather Mine.” 
Contents of the jars represent­ 
ed the culmination of years 
of 
research in upgrading soft ores in 
hopes of making them competi­ 
tive with high 
quality 
foreign 
ores and domestic ores from open 
pit mines. The pellets and 
bri­ 
quets conceivably could result in 
prolonging the life of Marquette 
Range underground mines inde­ 
finitely. Without them, it is like­ 
ly that 
CCI’s 
three 
soft 
ore 
mines on this range would all be 
closed by the end of 1965. 
CCI built its research labora­ 


tory in Ishpeming in 1948. but 
even as tar back as the early 
1930's the company was 
experi­ 
menting with ores improvement 
at the Tilden Mine. 
Big Investment Needed 
“There are about TOO million 
tons of reserves there yet." Sun­ 
deen said. "and we 
still 
don't 
know if they can be improved." 
The company built its ore im­ 
provement plant at Eagle Mills in 
1957. "Even then, the handwrit­ 
ing was on the wall for 
under­ 
ground ores and the rising 
de­ 
mand for high quality 
imports 
and beneficiated (refined) dom­ 
estic open pit ores. 
To agglomerate ore 
from 
the 
Bunker Hill and Mather Mines, 
Sundeen said, a pelletizing plant 
would have to be 
constructed,
